Garrett County, land of 
forests and lakes, sophisti- 
cation and natural wonder, 
has no downtime. It shines 
all through the year—and 
attracts visitors young and 
old, who just might choose 
to stay. 
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SPRING brings nature to life in all its glory, with bikers and kayakers 
and birdwatchers all breaking out of their winter doldrums; festivals 
and history tours rev up. SUMMER explodes with children splashing, 
waterskiers shrieking, and the clomp of horse hooves on the trail. FALL is 
a burst of color, where campfire marshmallows glow near mountainsides 
seemingly on fire. Leaves crunch underfoot, and cool days make hiking a 
breeze. WINTER arrives with quiet snowfalls on powdery trails, giving 
way to the shoosh of alpine skis and snowboards whooshing by. Sunset 
from a one-horse open sleigh and moonlight by the fire make this the 
most lovely of mountain times. 


ROMANTICS will find special massages, horse-drawn carriages, the 
harvest moon over the lake, and, maybe, that special jewel from an 
artist’s studio. ADRENALINE JUNKIES come for black diamond ski trails, 
a Super Pipe made for stunts, thrilling whitewater...whether novice or 
expert, there’s something here. FAMILIES won't know where to go first: 
mini-golf, paintball, laser tag, or go-karts, and that’s not even mentioning 
the tubing hill. Catch a movie or a fish, splash the shallows or eat deep 
dish. ACTIVE RETIREES can rest easy in style, with B&Bs, spas, theater 
and music, and vineyards to tempt them. But world-class golf, tennis, 
antiquing, and nature tours will keep them moving. 


Garrett County was formed from 

its neighbor to the right, Allegany 
County, io 18/72, the last of 
Maryland’s counties to be established. 
But the county, bordered 

by Pennsylvania and West Virginia, is 
equally rich in history. From the 
B&O Railroad Station to the National 
Road, Garrett County offers visitors a 
wealth of historic experiences. 


Deep Creek Lake 

Deep Creek Lake, the county's most popular tourist attrac- 
tion, is its activity hub. Maryland’s largest freshwater 
lake—at 3,900 acres—is part mother nature, part human 
ingenuity. The Youghiogheny Hydro-Electric Corporation 
crafted the lake, using the surrounding streams, to generate 
electrical power. Construction began on November 1, 
1923, with a thousand men. Two-and-o-half years later, in 
May 1925, the electric plant began operation. At its deep- 
est, the lake is 75 feet and has a 65-mile shoreline. Today, 
Deep Creek Lake is owned by the state of Maryland and 
maintained by the Department of National Resources 
(DNR). The popular area is used year-round by visitors and 
residents alike. 


A Trip Through Time 

Nartural history makes a mark in Garrett 
County. Hoye Crest (named for the histori- 
cal society founder} is Maryland's highest 
point; an Ice Age relic, the Cranesville 
Subarctic Swamp, is still home to prehistoric 


bogs and forests. Our region boasts every- — 
thing from 18th-century border markers fo a 


range of restored 1 9th-century architecture 
and historic bridges—the Casselman River 
Bridge was once the largest single-span 
stone arch in the world. You can even 


stay in the Casselman Inn and shop in the 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village for an expe- 


rience from another age. 
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National 


THE ROAD THAT BUILT THE NATION 


A significant piece of United States history passes through 
Garrett County—the Historic National Road is the road that built 
the nation. 

The road began as an American Indian trail known as 
Nemacolin’s Path. Used by the Delaware-Algonquin and 
Nemacolin Indians, as well as agents of the Ohio Company, the 
path was widened during the French and Indian War by Gen. 
Edward Braddock to move more than 2,000 soldiers, 400 horses, 
and numerous supplies westward. On his ill-fated march to Fort 
Duquesne near Pittsburgh, Braddock met defeat at the Battle of 
the Monongahela in 1755. He died several days later and was hon- 
ored with a eulogy from George Washington. The path then 
became known as Braddock’s Trail. 

The road became the basis for the first federally funded route in 
the country, cut through northern Garrett County in 1811. Renamed 
the National Road, it became the main route for drovers taking their 
cattle, geese, and other livestock east to big city markets. Businesses 
like the Casselman Drover’s Inn opened along the way to serve weary 
travelers. Built in 1842, the Casselman remains one of the oldest 
hotels along the route in continuous operation. 

The highest point along the road is Negro Mountain, named by 
Col. Thomas Cresap in the 1750s. The colonel and his slave, 
Nemesis, were tracking a group of American Indians when the 
slave had a premonition that he would not return. He was offered 
the opportunity to remain but did not. Cresap’s party pursued the 
Indians, and Nemesis was killed during a fierce battle. The colonel 
buried his slave, and named the mountain after him. 

When the Federal Highway Act provided for a federally funded 
system of primary routes, the National Road became part of one of 
the earliest designated routes. Between 1925 and 1926, the 
National Road became part of U.S. Route 40, which eventually 
became a major route across the entire United States.

Accident—Flowery Vale 

A cozy town with an interesting name. No one knows for certain 
how this sleepy little town got its name, but one account goes 
back to the time when Lord Baltimore opened Western Maryland 
for settlement in 1774. Two men set out at different times to 
search and survey the best 600-acre parcel. When finished, the 
men discovered they had selected the same tract to survey—com- 
pletely “by accident.” 

Accident is home to the county's oldest known structure, the 
Drane House, built in 1797. 

With two community parks, town residents and visitors can 
enjoy a fishing pond, pavilion, Little League field, and more. 
Accident’s 4th of July Homecoming draws large crowds for a 
parade, concerts, art, games, and food.

Deer Park 

Once a vacation resort for the wealthy, Deer Park is now best 
known as the source of Deer Park Natural Spring Water and the 
home of The Flying Scot Sailboat Company, which manufactures 
handcrafted state-of-the-art fiberglass sailboats from its mountain- 
top location. Deer Park grew rapidly in the mid-1880s as the B&O 
Railroad carried wealthy summer vacationers from Baltimore and 
Washington north to enjoy the cool mountain air. Large, ornate 
“cottages” also were built to accommodate these prestigious visi- 
tors. The day after their wedding at the White House in 1886, 
President Grover Cleveland and his bride arrived in Deer Park for 
their honeymoon. Today the Deer Park Inn Bed and Breakfast con- 
tinues the tradition with an elegant restaurant featuring French cui- 
sine. The Deer Park Hotel is long gone, but many of the other gra- 
cious homes remain today.

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Friendsville 

The site of the first settlement in Garrett County, Friendsville was 
named for John Friend Sr., who came to the area in 1765 and 
bought land from the Native Americans. When the B&O Railroad 
was built in 1890, the town became an important shipping point 
for lumber products. Friendsville, along the Youghiogheny River, is 
now most noted for its adventure sports area, which includes excel- 
lent whitewater and hiking opportunities. From scenic float trips to 
more than three miles of nearly continuous Class IV and V white- 
water, this 11-mile run is a must for whitewater enthusiasts. 
Friendsville is also the home of the Friend Family Association's 
National Heritage Museum and Library, the Friendsville Days sum- 
mer celebration, and an annual fiddle and banjo competition on 
the third Saturday in July.

Grantsville 

Located in northern Garrett County, Grantsville was originally known 
as Cornucopia, a 1785 land grant issued to Baltimore innkeeper 
Daniel Grant. In 1796, he moved to Cornucopia and established 
Grant's Village, settling along the route constructed by General 
Braddock’s troops during the French and Indian War. Along this 
same route, the historic National Road was built to carry the traffic 
of the growing population and its commerce. Built in 1813 and still 
standing, the Casselman Bridge on the National Road was the 
largest single-span stone arch bridge of its time. An 1818 stage- 
coach stop in Grantsville now houses Penn Alps Restaurant and the 
adjacent Spruce Forest Artisan Village.

Kitzmiller 

Once a booming coal town, Kitzmiller was one of the largest produc- 
ers and shippers of coal in Garrett County. The town has a rich histo- 
ry and celebrates its residents’ homecoming every July. Sitting on the 
North Branch of the Potomac River, Kitzmiller provides visitors with 
many recreational opportunities. Fish in the river, picnic in the park, 
or stroll through the town’s botanical garden. Kitzmiller’s river walk 
creates a scenic view for bicyclists, skaters, and hikers who choose to 
venture along the North Branch.

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Loch Lynn Heights 

Loch Lynn Heights flourished as a resort area during the heyday of the 
B&O Railroad. The trains carrying visitors from the Baltimore/ 
Washington area would stop at the station in Loch Lynn, bringing guests 
to the mountaintop’s luxury hotels, the largest of which was the Loch 
Lynn Hotel with its indoor swimming pool, bowling alleys, and an adja- 
cent casino. Fire destroyed this lavish resort in 1918. Today, Loch Lynn 
is a family-focused community, boasting recreational facilities including 
a playground, three soccer fields, and two baseball fields. A schedule 
of events and entertainment is available by contacting the town hall.

Mountain Lake Park 

Established in 1881, Mountain Lake Park was envisioned as a 
Chautauqua-style summer resort. From 1882 until 1942, thousands of 
visitors from throughout the region would visit the Park to enjoy the 
cool, clean mountain air, 32-acre lake, and the numerous cultural, 
educational, and recreational activities. The B&O Railroad provided 
convenient access, and visitors to the center included President William 
Howard Taft, Mark Twain, William Jennings Bryan, and evangelist Billy 
Sunday. Today, Mountain Lake Park is a quiet residential community. It 
is noted for its unique character and rich variety of Victorian architec- 
tural style homes, many of which have been listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. For the past 82 years, Mountain Lake Park 
has also been the home of the Western Maryland Clay Court Tennis 
Championships, held every August.

Oakland 

Oakland’s 1884 Queen Anne-style B&O Train Station is the architectural 
and historic centerpiece of the town. In 1998, the National Historic 
Trust designated Oakland a National Main Street Community and 
recognized it as a “Preserve America” Community. Visitors can enjoy 
Oakland's Farmers’ Market, the Little Yough Summer Music Festival, a 
fitness trail affording easy access to downtown, the Garrett County 
Historical Society Museum, numerous businesses and specialty retail 
shops, restaurants, and a pedestrian bridge over the Little 
Youghiogheny River. Broadford Lake Park is a 400-acre park with 
kayaks and canoes, pavilions, playgrounds, ball fields, and 138 
acres of water with a 600-foot sandy beach that welcomes swimmers 
and fishing enthusiasts. Oakland also boasts an 18-hole champi- 
onship golf course.

Biking Heaven 


Roll the hills and dales of forest lands and great mountain trails. 


he rolling terrain of Garrett 
County attracts all types of biking 
enthusiasts, from mountain bikers to 


more casual pedalers, from beginners to 


experts. Ten-foot-wide shoulders on 


most areas of Rts. 40, 135, and 219 are 


broom-cleaned each spring, thanks to 
the local highway administration, and 
numerous trails exist—and are regular- 
ly maintained—in the Garrett Forest 
and beyond. Bring your own bike, or 
rent from the handful of outfitters that 
provide bikes and special tours. Maps 
are available at the Visitors Center and 
www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/ 
trailguide/. Maryland law requires 
helmets for ages 16 and under, but 
they are recommended for all, especially 
on uneven terrain.

Garrett County Golf Reaches New Heights 


H< you ll find rolling hills, lush parkland, which turns from deep forest 
green to a blaze of autumn oranges and yellows, and, if you’re lucky, a fair- 
way running through...ending in its own finely cultivated greens. This is heaven 
to some duffers, who are thrilled to discover that there are no fewer than ten golf 
courses with one hour of Deep Creek Lake. The 18-hole course at the Wisp 
Resort is complemented by the Oakland Golf Club just down the road, site of 
the annual Western Maryland Amateur Golf Tournament. If it’s a more casual 
round you want, check out Evening Breeze, the only par-3 course around, fun for 
the whole golfing family in ten fun holes. 

Championship courses abound right over the county line, from the Jack 
Nicklaus-designed course at the Rocky Gap Resort-—18 holes, with half through 
forest canopy, the rest on rolling parkways. Piney Run, over the Pennsylvania line, is 
a scenic 9-hole course. At West Virginia’s Canaan Valley, the 18-hole Geoffrey 
Cornish-designed course is accompanied by a resort and conference center, as is Terra 
Alta’s Alpine Lake course, also with an 18-hole course. 


Miniature Golf 


The budding Tiger Woods in your family (maybe you!) can test his or her put- 
ting skills at the big courses, or equally well with a little windmill or tiger's 
mouth as the goal. Several miniature golf courses serve the county. The Funland 
Family Fun center in McHenry (24450 Garrett Highway) has a fun course; call

New and Happy Trails 

A recent addition to Garrett County’s many hiking trails 
is the Senator Paul S. Sarbanes River Access Trail, 
opened in September 2005. The trail is named after the 
Maryland senator, who has been dedicated to improving 
the quality of lakes and rivers in Western Maryland.

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ATV Trail Riding 


All-terrain vehicles (ATVs) are welcome on the 20 miles of 
designated off-road vehicle trails within the Potomac-Garrett 
and Savage River State Forests (see Parks chart on page 46). 
A $15 DNR trail fee is required when you bring your own. 
Some trails are limited to snowmobiles only and restricted 
during hunting season; check www.dnr.state.md.us/ 
publiclands/ory.html for trails and restrictions. Helmets are 
required. Guided ATV tours are also available. See Recreation 
Chart on page 48 for rental and guide companies. 


Birdwatching 

Garrett County, because of its unique geographical location 
and topography, is home to many northern and southern 
species’ nesting pairs, and swarms of migrants in spring and 
fall. More than 200 species have been seen in the Mt. Nebo 
Wildlife Management Area alone. The county lakes are a 
major stopover point for migrating waterfowl—even osprey 
and eagle. Pick up a copy of the “Birds of Garrett County” 
brochure at the Visitors Center; naturalists are on hand at 
most parks—see Parks Chart on page 46. 


Horseback Riding 


Your horse is welcome in many Garrett County 
designated forests and trails; several of the maintained 
trails allow horseback riding. Check for a map at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/maps/garrettsystem.html 
and at the Visitors Center. 

Numerous facilities have been created with more extensive 
services. They offer trail rides for all level of rider, hayrides 
for the family, and lessons. 


Hunting 

Garrett County has been recognized as an exceptional hunting 
destination for centuries. Areas open to the public include 
Mt. Nebo Wildlife Management Area, Deep Creek Lake State 
Park, Potomac-Garrett State Forest, and the Savage River 
State Forest. These combine to make a total of 80,000 acres 
of public hunting land maintained by the state. Hunters 
must purchase a hunting license from a Maryland DNR 
licensing agent; local sporting goods stores also provide 
licenses and supplies. Hunting season dates are available at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/huntersguide. Be advised that there is a 
separate season for archery/bow hunting and firearms. Wings 
of Challenge, a local commercial game preserve, offers 
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pheasant hunting as well as a sporting clays/skeet range.

Mountain Boarding 

In a combo of snowboarding, skateboarding, and mountain 
biking, mountain boarding takes the stage at Wisp when the 
skis are put away. Hit the chairlift and see the mountain in a 
whole new light.

Rock Climbing 


This is high country, and you need only look up for climbing 
opportunities. Start with the Adventuresports Institute at 
301-387-3330 for advice on locations and rentals. Nearby 
Cooper’s Rock and Seneca Rocks are likely spots for beginners 
and the more experienced. 

Outfitters in Ohiopyle, Pa., such as Laurel Highlands 
River tours (800-4RAFTIN or www.laurelhighlands.com), 
offer rock climbing equipment and trips.

even decked out in a lifejacket rolling down the small rapids in a whitewater 


raft. (High Mountain Sports, Bill's Marine, and the Aquatic Center can 
help.) Dogs are often spotted along cross-country skiing trails and sledding | 
hills (in Herrington Manor and Savage River State Forests), and try their 
paws at miniature golf and other amusements at the Funzone Family _ 
Entertainment Center. Take them along ona horseback ride at Sunny Slopes 
Stables or Western Trails—as long as they get along with the steeds. A slew 
of restaurants serve pooches, however, only on their outdoor decks. The 
Black Bear Tavern even offers a Yappy Hour for you and be dog, and the 
Lakeside Creamery supplies Puppy Cups. 

The state parks and forests vary in their rules; some restrict animals 
altogether during high season, others restrict the areas in which they're 
allowed. Neither Herrington Manor nor ‘New Germany state parks allow 
pets between Memorial and Labor Day; Savage River, Potomac, and 
Garrett State Forests allow pets at all times; Deep Creek, Swallow Falls, 
Big Run do so in some campgrounds and hiking areas. (Check park offices 
for additional information; see Parks Chart on page 46.) 

In all cases, businesses require proper pet etiquette at all times: pets 
must be under control, no barking allowed, and always clean up after 
them. Pick up a detailed list of pet-friendly spots at the Visitors Center. 


Note that Garrett County has a leash law and requires that you clean up after your pet.

Cranesville Subarctic Swamp 

Walk in the footsteps of prehistoric creatures in the 850-acre 
wetland along the border of West Virginia. It was one of the 
first National Natural Landmarks to be designated by the 
National Park Service, in 1965. It’s been described as “a small 
piece of forest and bog that remained behind after the Ice 
Age,” formed nearly 15,000 years ago. Now owned by the 
Nature Conservancy, it’s not much different than in that 
time—wild and still home to a range of species of plants 
usually found in the extreme northern areas of Alaska and 
Canada, the southernmost point for larch tree forests. A board- 
walk crosses the swamp, and six trails wind through this 
unusual tundra region. For more information, see 
www.nature.org and click on Where We Work. 


Drane House 
Head to Accident, Md., to visit the oldest residence in Garrett 
County. The house was built for James and Priscilla Drane and 


their children some time prior to 1800. The two-story, hand- 
_ hewn log structure has been painstakingly restored, and is 


open to the public for tours by appointment and for special 
events. Call Accident Town Hall at 301-746-6346. 


Fairfax Stone 

Small in stature, but large in history, this stone is one of the 
oldest markers in the United States, and is on the border 
between West Virginia and Maryland. Now part of a state 
park carrying its name, it played a prominent role in deter- 


mining the boundary of Maryland and West Virginia; George 
Washington marked the headwaters of the Potomac River. 
_ Head south on Rt. 219 until you see the signs for Fairfax 


Stone State Park; it’s about two miles off the road. 


Friend Family Association’s 

National Heritage Museum 

Friendsville, a community along the Youghiogheny, settled by 
John Friend in 1765, is the oldest of Garrett County's towns. 
The fine old building on Maple Street now stands as a muse- 
um to the time. Friend’s family, and families all around the 
world are chronicled in documents and photos. It is home to 
the Friend Family Association of America, who has the 
Colonel Lester D. Friend, Sr. Historical Library, a genealogical 
resource, on the second floor (any research must be done on 
site).

Maryland’s High Point 

Hoye-Crest on Backbone Mountain, with an elevation of 
3,360 feet, is the highest point in Maryland. A densely forest- 
ed and serene area, this is a favorite destination of hikers, and 
was named for Capt. Charles Edward Hoye, founder of the 
Garrett County Historical Society. Situated close to the state 
line, the easiest access is from West Virginia’s Monongahela 
National Forest. (Head south on Rt. 219; sign will be on your 
left.) Don’t forget to pick up a certificate near the marker sign, 
confirming that you made it to the highest point in Maryland.

As of 2005, there is no Corporate Income Tax in Garrett, 
compared to 7 percent in Maryland. The Personal Income 
Tax in the County runs 2.65 percent as opposed to 4.75 per- 
cent for Maryland. The big news is that there is no County 
Sales Tax (with a few exceptions); the state's is 5 percent.
